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Council oks project priorities

Upland City Council has approved 
project priorities for $370,000 in 
federal Housing and Community 
Development Act funds. 

The 1978-79 priorities will be 
submitted to the San Bernardino 
County Board of Supervisors for a 
public hearing in November. 

Upland makes a joint application 
with the county for the federal funds 
which are intended to improve 
working and living conditions in low- 
income areas. ; 

Projects approved by the council 
include improvements to Memorial 
Park, public improvements in the 
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southeast part of the city, and 
housing loans and rehabilitation. 

Plans for Memorial Park 
improvements include $45,000 for a 
parking lot; $6,000 for installation of 
a Sanitary sewer line; and $100,000 
for recreational development. 

Improvements at the park are 
expected to improve living 
conditions for adjacent residences 
on 11th Street. 

The Engineering Department is 
developing proposals for the parking 
lot and sewer line. The recreation 
department is working with 
engineering to develop the 
recreational uses such as

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playground equipment, fields, 
courts, or a jogging-exercise course. 

Memorial Park improvement was 
recommended to the council by the 
Upland Citizen Participation 
Advisory Committee which noted 
the heavy use of Memorial Park. 

The council also approved 
allocation of $$77,800 for continued 
public improvements in the 
southeastern section of the city. 
Such improvements include 
installation of gutters, curbs, and 
sidewalks to improve the residential 
neighborhoods. 

The citizen committee 
recommended continuation of the 
public improvements based on 
public input from improvements 
funded under previous years of the 
federal program. 

The council also approved 
allocation of $140,000 for housing 
programs to assist low-income 
residents. Programs include a home 
repair service for senior citizens 
and disabled residents, 
rehabilitation loan-grants, and code 
enforcement. 

Priorities would provide $90,000 
for rehabilitation grants and loans 
which allow low-income 
homeowners to obtain low-interest 
loans in order to rehabilitate their 
homes. In past years the program 
has provided eight loans totaling 
$62,250. 

Some $30,000 would be made 
available for senior citizen home 
repair. The committee 
recommended continuation of the 


senior repair assistance noting that 
12 retired residents have had home 
repairs of up to $750. 

The city hopes to be able to 
contact additional senior 
homeowners once the senior center 
is completed. 

An additional $20,000 is allocated 
to provide a code enforcement 
officer, requested by the Planning 
Department. 

The City Council also approved 
changes in allocations for the 1977-78 
funding year. The city originally had 
planned $120,400 for purchase and 
development of a Ninth Street park. 

The project has been dropped 
since the city has purchased a park 
on llth Street for soccer playing 
fields. The citizens committee 
advised the council not to purchase 
the Ninth Street site since 
population in the area does not 
justify a park. 

The council approved reallocation 
of the Ninth Street funds with 
$63,250 to be used for completion of 
the C Street Senior Center and 
$57,149 for additional improvements 
in the southeast section of the city., 

The citizen committee has 
formulated a three-year funding 
plan through 1980-81. The three-year 
plan, which emphasizes 
neighborhood improvement and 
housing needs, is up-dated each 
year 

Once the 1978-79 projects are 
approved at the county level, they 
will be submitted for federal 
funding. 


School study started 


Upland Junior High School has 
started a school study as part of the 
periodic accreditation review. 


Math teacher Gordon Engle has 
been appointed to head the steering 
committee to direct the school 
study, which will involve faculty, 
administration, classified 
employes, students, and 
community. 


Other members of the committee 
include department heads. Linda 
Steslicki will represent the 
community and Rachel Brown will 


coordinate classified employes. 

The seif - evaluation study will 
take several months, according to 
Principal Robert R. Nolan, who said 
subcommittees will evaluate 
strengths and weaknesses of each 
segment of the school as well as 
studying the school as a whole. 

The completed study will be 
Submitted to the Western 
Association of Schools and Colleges 
(WASC), which will use the study as 
well as a visitation to the school to 
determine the junior high school’s 
accreditation. 


Adoptions not limited to 2-parent families

Many people think that adoptions 
are allowed only in families that 
have two parents — the mother and 
the father. This is not true. 

“We will accept applications from 
anyone who meets the 
requirements,’’ said Wally Jordal, 
director of the San Bernardino 
County Adoption Agency. 

“State requirements do not have 
anything to say about whether it’s a 
single parent or a couple. We have a 
county policy and try to evaluate the 
kind of relationship a couple have,” 
he noted. 

“Supposing you wanted to adopt. 
You would contact the agency and 
say you wanted to adopt,” he said, 
adding that an application would be 
sent to the applicant’s home. When 
returned, the applicant would be 
screened to determine if the person 
wishing to adopt meets agency 
criteria. 

One of these criteria is age. A 
person who wants to adopt a child 
can be no more than 40 years older 
than the child he or she wishes to 
adopt. 

The criteria are based on the 
needs of the children up for adoption 
and the evaluation of the applicant. 
The purpose of this is to try to 
match the parents to the children 
and vice versa, Jordal said. This 
process helps make adoptions per- 
mananet. Many times the San Ber- 
nardino County agency has cor- 
responded with agencies in Los 
Angeles, San Diego and Orange 
counties to match parents and 
children. 

Because of restraint, abortions 
and better birth control methods, 
the number of adoption placements 
has diminished in recent years, 
Jordal said. It used to be that very 
young children were the only ones 

laced. Now older children and 

andicapped children are more in 
demand. 

In 1976 the San Bernardino County 
Adoption Agency placed 88 children. 
Forty were under the age of 2 and 48 
were over the age of 2. The youngest 
child placed was 6 weeks and the 
oldest was in the early teens. 

“To place a teen the child would 
— to be an exceptional child or 

parent an onal parent,” 
said Jordal an oe noted that older 
children are usually already set in 
their ways and hard to mold into the 
family unit. 4. 


But with proper counseling and 
child/parent evaluation many older 
children have the opportunity to live 
normal family lives. ° 

This year there have been 52 
placements and there is a long 
waiting list for future parents, 
according to Jordal. 

Where do the children come 
from? 

‘People come into the agency and 
say that they have a child or 
children that they cannot take care 
of, or we have children that have 
been placed by relatives or friends 
for the family,” Jordal said. 


The parents must have legal 
sanction to place their children up 
for adoption. This is usually 
approved if the parents make up 
their mind that they cannot 
adequately take care of the child or 
children. A number of children have 
been placed in the custody of the 
court because ‘‘they have been 
neglected, abused or there have 
been certain situations where the 
parent just cannot manage to take 
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care of them,’ Jordal said. When 
this happens the child is put into 
foster care. This is not a permanent 
adoption and the child and parent 
are reunited after a period of time. 
But all too often the parent 
relinquishes the right to see the 
child and it is put up for adoption in 
a permanent home. 

There has been confusion about 
the difference between a foster 
parent and a permanently adopting 
parent, Jordal noted. Foster parents 
are not permanent but give their 
time on a temporary basis. They 
give a child a place to stay and a 
healthy atmosphere to live in until a 
permanent parent is found. Often 
the foster parent will become 
attached to the child and will adopt 
him or her permanently. 


Some of the services offered by 
the agency are: natural parent 
service, applicant service, and 
children service. 

The natural parent service helps 
the parent who is giving up a child. 
Jordal said he works “with them for 
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a period of time to make sure that 
they are comfortable with the 
decision that they have made ... It’s 
quite a traumatic thing for natural 
parents to give up a child.” 

The applicant service helps the 
new parent during the adoption 
process that usually takes about a 
year to complete. People who work 
with the children supervise the 
placement and work with the parent 
to insure that it goes as smoothly as 
possible. 

Many organizations have been 
Started for and because of adopting 
parents. There is also an 
organization that helps the child find 
his or her natural parents after they 
are of age. Many new and 
revolutionary ideas are propagating 
in the Southern California adoption 
scene, especially in this area, Jordal 
said. 

The result of the efforts of the 
county adoption agency is that less 
and less children need help, and 
more suitable families are found. 

But there seems to always be 
room for at least one more.

But the state Department of 
Health disapproved the contract and 
told the county Department of 
Public Social Services (welfare), 
which administers the homemakers 
program, to have the bids resub- 
mitted. 

The contract with Homemakers 
International Co. was allowed to 
continue through Sept. 30, and has 
been extended for an additional 
month, _ 

However, the state Department of 
Health rejected the county’s request 
to have the bids resubmitted for a 
third time, after a dispute arose 
over the bid submitted by the county 
Community Services Department. 

The department had been in- 
structed to amend its proposal after 
bids had been submitted and disclos- 
ed for a second time. It had to do so 
to take into account the possibility it 
might have to provide for unemploy- 
ment insurance for its employes as 
of Jan. 1. 

County Administrative Officer 
Earl Goodwin said the department 
would probably not have to provide 
for such insurance and was in- 
structed to amend its bid only to 
allow a comparison with the bids of 
three private firms.

Keep bugs 
out of the 
kitchen 


Bugs in the pantry aren’t 
as bad as hats in the belfry, 
but the problem can drive 
you ‘‘batty,’’ notes Leslie 
Wood, consumer informa- 
tion specialist. ‘“Combating 
them calls for 
mobilization,’’ she says. 

You may have to take out 
every item to determine 
which ones have been in- 
fested and to seek a source. 
Then, she says, there’s the 
question of how to use an in- 
secticide in a food area. 

Favorite targets of in- 
sects are cereals, grains, 
crackers and prepared mix- 
es. Some insects bore into 
cardboard containers. 


Wood suggests removing 
everything and washing 
shelves, walls and drawers 
with a disinfectant cleaner. 
Then treat walls and 
shelves with a residual in- 
secticide. 


“Be sure to get it into 
cracks, crevices and 
joints,’’ she advises. 
“That's where the enemy 
lurks and breeds.”’ 


When using any insec- 
ticide always cover food, 
dishes, pots and pans or 
remove them from the area 
to avoid contamination.

Resource conspiracy

You can imagine the out- 
ery that would result if a 
group of private companies 
were caught conspiring to 
withhold from the 
American people major 
reserves of petroleum and 
natural gas, as well as other 

scarce resources. 

Well, there is such a 
“conspiracy,” but private 
enterprise has nothing to do 
with it. The plans are being 
cooked up by some 
members of Congress, in 
league with the more 
zealous elements of the en- 
vironmental movement. 

The idea is to ‘‘protect’’ 
vast stretches of Alaska by 
preventing any kind of 
economic use that might 
conceivably benefit a 
human being. The most ex- 
treme of the bills on the 
subject — H.R. 39, by Rep 
Morris Udall (D-Arizona) 
— would put a “‘Wilderness: 
No Trespassing’’ sign on 146 
million acres of Alaska. 
That’s an area equal to a 75- 
mile-wide strip of land 
across America from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. 


By some estimates, up to 
40 percent of these lands 
have oil and gas potential. 
The restrictions in H.R. 39 
could prevent the develop- 
ment of resources that 
might amount to as much as 
26 percent of our domestic 
crude oil supply and 10 per- 
cent of our gas supply in the 
1990-2000 period. That is, if 
these reserve estimates are 
correct, up to 2.5 million 
barrels of oil and 1.5 billion 
cubic feet of natural gas per 
day would be denied to 
energy-short consumers.

Both fuels together are 
equivalent to 3.5 million 
barrels of oil per day, or 40 
per cent of current U.S. 
consumption, which is more 
energy than is supposed to 
be saved by the entire 
Carter Administration 
National Energy Plan. 

Nor are oil and gas the 
only valuable resources 
likely to be affected. Alaska 
is also rich in timber, coal, 
iron ore, copper, platinum, 
lead, mercury, nickel, 
phosphate rock, and 
titanium. 


Blocking the full develop- 
ment of these American 
resources would further 
aggravate two problems 
that are already serious: 
rising prices and growing 
dependence on foreign 
supplies. 

The unreasonable extent 
of H.R. 39 prompted an ad- 
ministration counterpro- 
posal, presented to Con- 
gress in mid-September by 
Interior Secretary Cecil An- 
drus. This plan would 
withdraw 92 million acres 
from use, rather than 146 
million. Its effect on 
mineral development would 
be proportionally smaller, 
although 92 million acres is 
still a lot of acres. 

A third proposal has been 
developed by Sen. Ted 
Stevens (R-Alaska) and the

Honey maker

“& virtual Magna Carta 
for handicapped children” 
is how Wilson Riles, state 
superintendent of public in- 
struction, describes two 
new laws, one state and one 
federal, that went into 
effect this month. 

“The laws, one based on 
the California Master Plan 
for Special Education 


= (Assembly Bill 1250 by 


state’s governor, Jay Ham- 
mond. It is by far the most 
sensible of the three. 

Under the Stevens plan, 
25 million acres would be 
placed in protected 
categories. A new designa- 
tion would be created for 
another 57 million acres. 
Natural resources on these 
lands could be developed, 
but only under the joint 
supervision of the federal | 
government and a special 
Alaska land classification 
commission. These 
authorities would insure 
that no permanent en- 
vironmental damage 
results from mining or 
other extractive activity. 

I am not prepared to en- 
dorse any of this legislation 
without reservation. But I 
certainly favor the princi- 
ple embodied in the Stevens | 
bill: It is possible to | 
safeguard the environment | 
adequately without denying | 
ourselves needed resources.

Neither should 
the parents of a han- 
dicapped child be burdened 


be preserved unchanged 
forever, regardless of our 
other needs, is an elitist at- 
titude best suited to those 
who can afford to vacation 
in Alaska, and who don’t 
have to worry much about 
the size of their heating bill. 
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with such costs,’”’ Riles 
said. 

Under provisions of both 
laws, each handicapped 
child in California will be 
assessed for strengths, 
weaknesses, and any dis- 
abilities by local school dis- 
tricts. If the child’s needs, 
as determined by the 
assessment, cannot be met 
by the local school district, 
the child can be referred to 
a state special school or toa 
private nonsectarian 
school. 

In either case, the child’s 
tuition, transportation, 
room and board can be paid 
with public funds. 

Riles said the state and 
federal laws also require 
that each child be educated 
in the ‘‘least restrictive en- 
vironment” appropriate for 
the child’s needs. 

For the marginally han- 
dicapped child, the least 
restrictive environment 
may be a regular public 
school class with additional 
services from a specialist 
or teacher’s aide. However, 
he added, other children 
may be served best in a 
special class with added op- 
portunities, such as field 
trips and recess, that en- 
courage handicapped and 
nonhandicapped children to 
know each other. 

Riles pointed out that the 
most severely handicapped 
persons will continue to be 
educated apart from the 
nonhandicapped in private 
and state schools. 

The effort to educate han- 
dicapped children ‘‘in the 
mainstream,’’ he added, is 
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getting new impetus from a 
second federal law that ex- 
tends civil rightst to all han- 
dicapped persons. 
Amendments to the 
Vocational Rehabilitation 
Act that are concerned with 
nondiscrimination of the 
handicapped require 
shcools and medical and 


social agencies to make 
their programs accessible 
to handicapped persons. 
The purpose is to end 
segregation of the han- 
dicapped and to provide 
them with the same 
educational opportunities 
available to other children. 

The amendment declare 
that any schools built after 


June %, 1977, must be 
barrier - free.

Most horses in the United 
States today are kept for 
sports - related activities — 
racing, jumping, rodeos, or 
just pleasure riding. Many 
animals in competition will 
follow ‘‘the circuit’ within 
their specialty and are 
moved from track to track 
or show to show. They are 
stabled in a series of barns 


next to different neighbors. 

In such situations, 
respiratory disease is easily 
passed from horse to horse; 
in fact, one major 
respiratory infection is 
actually called race track 
cough. 


Race track cough (more 
technically, tracheophar- 
yngitis) is generally caused 
by a viral infection of the 
upperrespiratory tract. In a 
typical track environment,

They Killed 
Charlie 


They killed Charlie. Not with criminal intent, but with 
a sense of duty. Not maliciously, but with compassion.

For almost all his 12 years — a long life for an alley cat 
—Charlie was a typical cat — ornery, independent, mis- 
chievous.

Now he craved it — snuggling up against his owner. 
Against anyone. Just sitting there. Quietly. 


Charlie was dying. The doctor said that it was a 
bladder infection. Incurable. Charlie was slowly being 
dehydrated. He would drink the water in his dish, then 
drink all the water in all the other dishes in the house. He 
would crawl into the sink and, with his front paws, try to 


get every last drop of water available. But it was never 


enough. 


The doctor again looked at Charlie. Again he ran the 
tests. Again he declared that Charlie was dying. 


“Could surgery save him?’’ he was asked. He shook his

it is quite contagious, work- 
ing its way from barn to 
barn. 

Symptoms include fever 
(102 degrees - 106 degrees 
F.), loss of appetite, and a 
dry, hacking cough that can 
last 10 - 16 days or longer. 
The cough is aggravated if 
the animal is exercised, or 
becomes excited. 
Sometimes a light touch on 
an affected horse’s throat 
will induce coughing. 

At this time, there is no 
product to specifically 
control race track cough. 
Antibiotics are commonly 
used to prevent secondary 
bacterial infection, but they 
are ineffective against 
viruses and the primary 
sympton — the cough. Even 
when treated with 
antibiotics, horses are 
generally withdrawn from 
training and competition 
for 21 days to prevent 
recurrence of symptoms. 

A recent report in a 
veterinary journal 
described a severe outbreak 
of race track cough 
affecting 1,000 out of 1,800 
horses stabled at a major 
track in Florida, 
threatening to shorten the 
racing program there. A 
vaccine for another equine 
respiratory disease (hino- 
pueumonitis) was 
administered to try to 
control the outbreak, since 
chronic cough is one of the 
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signs of equine rhinopneu- 
monitis. 

A sampling of 40 horses 
stabied at various barns 
around the track were 
chosen for the study. 
Seventeen horses already 
showing signs of infection 
were vaccinated; 23 in 
apparent good health were 
vaccinated as a precaution 
and allowed to remain in 
contact with affected 
stablemates. 

The results were very 
encouraging. Sixteen of the 
17 previously infected 
horses responded well to 
the vaccine, and resumed 
training in 3-4 days, much 
sooner than the average 21 
day recuperation period. 
Twenty-one of the 23 
vaccinated before the 
developing the disease 
showed no signs of race 
track cough at all. 

These results and 
analysis of blood samples 
from the horses in the study 
showed a strong

relationship between equine 
viral rhinopneumonitis 
(EVR) and the presence of 
rack track cough. Since 
EVR affects more than % 
per cent of the horses in the 
United States at some time 
during their lives, you 
might want to discuss 
preventive vaccination for 
your horse with your 
veterinarian. 

Vaccination can: 
Protect horses in 
competition from the 
additional strain of 
combating a respiratory 
infection, 

— Reduce the time that a 
horse cannot compete, 

— Prevent the possibility 
of abortion of pregnant 
mares when unprotected 
horses returning from 
competition introduce EVR 
virus into the home stable. 

Overall, preventive 
vaccination with an EVR 
vaccine is a sound economic 
investment for owners of 
horses in competition.

Steps to putting fresh 
fruit pies together 


Fresh fruit pies are a 
natural for Californians 
since we have such a bounty 
almost all year. There are 
some easy steps to putting a 
fruit pie together and are as 
follows — 

Step A 
Fruit Filling 

Peel fresh California 
peaches, plums, nectarines 
or Bartlett pears, if 
desired. Slice fruit of choice 
and measure 5% cups into 
large mixing bowl; toss 
fruit with 2 teaspoons lemon 
juice. 

In separate bowl, mix 
together % cup sugar, 1/3 
cup flour, dash salt and 1 
teaspoon cinnamon; toss 
lightly with fruit. Set aside 
while preparing pastry. 

Step B 
Blending Pastry 
Ingredients 

In mixing bowl, combine 
2 cups flour and 1 teaspoon 
salt. With pastry blender or 
two knives used scissor- 
fashion, cut in % cup 
shortening using a chopping 


motion, until mixture 
resembles coarse 
crumbles. 


Sprinkle 4 to 5 
tablespoons icy-cold water, 
- 






CRUNCH — Sunflower nuts give crunch to these 


1 tablespoon at a time, into 
flour mixture. Lightly mix 
with a fork after each addi- 
tion until pastry is just 
moist enough to hold 
together when pressed with 
a fork. Pastry should not be 
stickly. 

Using hands, form pastry 
into a smooth ball. Divide 
pastry into 2 balls. 

Step c 
Rolling Pastry 

On lightly floured board 
(cloth-covered surface is 
best), use hands to press 
pastry ball into a flat circle. 
With floured or stockinette- 
covered rolling pin, lightly 
roll pastry to %-inch 
thickness, using short out- 
ward strokes. Pastry should 
be 2 inches larger than 9 
inch pie plate. 

Carefully lift pastry oc- 
casionally while rolling; if 
it sticks, rub a little more 
flour into the surface 
beneath it; continue rolling. 

Should pastry tear, cut 
separate strip of pastry to 
fit tear. Lightly moisten 
tear and press patch over 
it; roll to seal. 

Step D 
Pastry to 
Pie Plate

1 pkg. active dry yeast 


One-fourth cup warm water 


Three-fourths cup scalded milk

One-half tsp. salt 
1 egg, slightly beaten 


One-fourth cup shortening, softened 
Three and one-fourth to three and three-fourths cups 


sifted flour 


One-fourth cup butter, melted 
One-half cup chopped, salted, roasted sunflower nuts 
One and one-half cups sifted confectioners’ sugar 


2 tbsps. milk 


Dissolve yeast in warm water. Combine milk, sugar, 
salt, egg and shortening. Stir into yeast mixture. 

Add half the flour; beat until smooth. Add enough 
remaining flour to form a soft dough; beat well. Turn 
onto lightly floured board. Knead until smooth and 


elastic, about 10 minutes. 


Place in greased large bowl. Cover with damp cloth. 
Let rise in warm place until double in bulk, about two 


hours. 


Punch down and let rise again until double in bulk, 
about 45 minutes. Punch down again; roll dough out on 
lightly floured surface into a rectangle 16x21 inches. 

Brush surface with melted butter; sprinkle with 


sunflower nuts. 


Fold ends of dough over in thirds, making an oblong 
three layers high. Cut dough into 14 strips about one-half- 


inch wide. 


Pinch the ends of each strip together to form a circle; 
twist once to-make a figure 8. Arrange on greased baking 
sheet. Cover with greased wax paper, let rise for 30 


minutes. 


Bake in preheated 400-degree oven for 10 to 12 minutes. 
While still warm, frost with confectioners’ sugar mixed 


with milk. Makes two dozen. 





Fold rolled pastry in half; 
carefully ease into 9-inch 
pie plate with folded edge in 
center. Unfold and fit 
pastry in pie plate, being 
careful not to stretch it. 
Press pastry toward the 
center rather than 
stretching it toward the 
edge to prevent shrinking. 

With kitchen scissors, 
trim bottom pastry evenly | 
about 1 inch beyond rim of 
pie plate. 

Step E 
Top Crust 

Roll out remaining 
pastry, following Step C. 
With sharp knife, cut short 
slashes or a design in center 
of circle. Stir fruit filling 
again to blend (Step A); 
pour into pastry-lined pie 
plate. Top .with one tables- 
poon butter or margarine. 

Carefully fold top pastry 
in half and place over filling 
with fold in center. Unfold 
pastry and trim with 
kitchen scissors to % inch 
beyond the pie plate rim. 

Fold bottom pastry edge 
over the top edge. Pinch 
firmly to seal and form a 
standing rim. 

Lattice Top 

A lattice top is a pretty 
way to show off color fruit 


: fillings — and it really can 


be so easy to make! 

Roll out top crust as 
directed above but cut 
pastry into ‘-inch strips 
(for pretty edge, use pastry 
wheel). Moisten rim of bot- 
tom pastry with water and 
lay half of strips over pie 
filling about one inch apart, 
twisting if desired. Repeat 
with remaining strips, plac- 
ing them in opposite direc- 
tion. Trim ends even with 
edge of pie plate. Fold bot- 
tom crust overhand up over 
Strips to form standing rim; 
pinch to seal. Form 
decorative edge following 
Step P. 

Step F 
Decorating Pie Edge 
Fluted Edge 

Place floured left index 
finger inside standing rim. 
With right thumb index 
finger on outside of rim, 
press and pinch pastry into 
V shapes %-inch apart.
